The federal government wants the 
provinces to sign on to a proposal allowing 
small firms, employees and even the self- 
employed to pool resources on new, low- 
cost pension plans. 

Finance Minister Jim Flaherty said 
expanding the CPP, something he had 
pushed in the past, is not an option at the 
moment because some provinces are 
opposed. 

“It’s a multi-jurisdictional challenge to 
get a consensus on CPP,” Flaherty said. “It’s 
clear we do have broad support for the pri¬ 
vate-sector solution.” 

But Ontario’s finance minister, Dwight 
Duncan, condemned the decision, saying 
only Alberta has expressed opposition to a 
modest expansion of the government- 
backed pension system. 

While he supports Flaherty’s initiative, 
he said it is not adequate to address the se¬ 
rious under-savings among Canadians. 

NDP Leader Jack Layton charged that 
lobbyists from Canada’s large financial 
firms, who would administer the plans, 
had influenced the government, while Lib¬ 


eral critic Judy Sgro accused Flaherty of tak¬ 
ing the easy way out. 

The proposal on what Flaherty called 
“Pooled Registered Pension Plans” will be 
put to the provinces at a meeting in 
Kananaskis, Alta., on Monday. 

At the earliest, the new plans could be 
in place by the end of 2011, he said.

Hockey players were back 
on the ice at the Rocky 
Lake Dome Thursday night 
after more than 20 inci¬ 
sions were cut into the 
vinyl sides of the rink caus¬ 
ing it to partially deflate. 

“Someone came in 
overnight last night and 
slit some holes in the side 
of the dome,” said rink op¬ 
erator Jamie Straughan. 

Around 8:30 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day, a RCMP officer ob¬ 


served the rink partially 
deflated. Rink manager 
Gary Hines arrived about 
an hour later and found 
not only the slit to the 
sides but also that the 
power to the inflation de¬ 
vice was turned off. 

He said the dome’s 
backup generator could 
not compensate for the 
amount of air being lost. 

Straughan said all the 
florescent lights hanging 
from the ceiling of the 
dome had descended onto 
the ice by the morning, 
but nothing was broken.

► Halifax Regional Police are 
currently checking for 
video in the area and are 
interested in speaking with 
anyone who may have ob¬ 
served persons in the rink's 
vicinity overnight or early 
Thursday morning. 

“It just looks ugly,” he 
said, alluding to the vinyl 
patchwork. 

An electrician is being 
brought in to conceal the 
dome’s power switch, 


which was easily accessi¬ 
ble on the dome’s exterior 
before Thursday. 

Straughan said every 
hole should be fixed by 
sometime Friday after¬ 
noon. He said the cost of 
the damage is about 
$7,000. 

The dome does not have 
any sort of fencing, video 
surveillance or security, 
and that isn’t about to 
change, said Straughan. 

“It’s for the kids. You 
want to make it as inviting 
as you can,” he said. “It’s 
built by the community.”

Heritage Gas was given ap¬ 
proval Thursday to increase 
its rates by 6.8 per cent 
across the board. 

The decision was made 
by the Nova Scotia Utility 
and Review Board. 

Heritage applied for a 
seven per cent rate increase 
in August to take effect Jan. 
1 . 

The company said in its 
application the increase is 
to “address the shortfall be¬ 
tween its revenue and its 
operating and administra¬ 
tive expenses.” 


Going up... 


Another increase: Nova 
Scotia Power also recently 
won approval for a rate 
hike. 

► The details: The UARB 
approved a 5-7 per cent 
hike for residential 
customers, also effective 
Jan. l. Commercial rates 
will rise by 6.2 per cent 
while industrial rates will 
climb seven per cent. 

Heritage Gas previously 
won approval for another 
rate hike that will also take 
effect Jan. 1. 

Heritage Gas president 


Jim Bracken said the two in¬ 
creases will mean about a 
12 per cent hike for resi¬ 
dential customers — from 
$75 to $80 a year. 

“Even with those in¬ 
creases, our residential cus¬ 
tomers are still seeing 25 
per cent or more in savings 
in the cost of using natural 
gas over furnace oil,” Brack¬ 
en said. He said the utility 
has more than 2,900 cus¬ 
tomers hooked up. 

Three intervenors spoke 
at the hearing on Nov. 15: a 
consumer advocate and 
representatives from the 
provincial Department of 
Energy and Nova Scotia 
Power Inc.

“This is 
just an attempt to meet the 
Dec. 31 deadline imposed 
by legislation to have a wa¬ 


ter strategy document 
done.” 

The Ecology Action Cen¬ 
tre released a statement say¬ 
ing they applaud the idea 
behind it, but the document 
is a “missed opportunity” 
because there are no targets 
or funding support. 

There was one funding 
announcement made — 
Dalhousie University will be 
given $19,000 to create an 
inventory on Nova Scotia’s 
46 primary watersheds.

O Health minister snubs idea 
journalists could face fines of jail 
time over legislations 


Nova Scotia legislation that 
aims to protect personal 
health records but also rais¬ 
es fears that it’s too restric¬ 
tive on the media has 
passed. 

Fred Vallance-Jones, a 
journalism professor at the 
University of King’s Col¬ 
lege, has said the law could 
see journalists face fines of 
up to $10,000 or six months 
in jail if they seek informa¬ 
tion from hospital officials 
when patients haven’t giv¬ 
en permission to release in¬ 
formation about their 
status. 

He said, for example, a 
reporter asking a nurse in a 
hospital hallway whether 
the premier broke his leg 
might end up breaking the 
law. 

The opposition Liberals 
and Conservatives agreed 
with his objections and 
raised them during third 
reading of the bill last 
Thursday, but still voted for 
it. 

NDP Health Minister 
Maureen MacDonald says 
her legal counsel doesn’t 
believe the legislation will 
be used to prosecute jour¬ 
nalists. She says the intent 
is simply to protect privacy 
rather than restrict report¬ 
ing on the health-care sys¬ 
tem. 

“I had an opportunity to 
discuss the concerns with

O Assange heads to English country mansion O Could 
potentially publish more leaked U.S. diplomatic cables 


The once-elusive WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange was 
freed on bail Thursday as 
Sweden pushes its case for 
extradition and the United 
States considers its own 
criminal charges over his 
website’s release of secret 
information. 

The silver-haired Aus¬ 
tralian emerged from Lon¬ 
don’s neo-Gothic High 
Court building after a 
tense scramble to gather 
the money and signatures 
needed to free him. 

Assange — who’s been 
out of the public eye for 
more than a month — told 
supporters he would pur¬ 
sue his efforts to bring gov¬ 
ernment secrets to light. 


“It’s great to smell the 
fresh air of London again,” 
he said to cheers from out¬ 
side the court. “I hope to 
continue my work.” 

Assange is now headed 
to Ellingham Hall, a 10- 
bedroom mansion about 
195 kilometres northeast 
of central London that be¬ 
longs to Vaughan Smith, a 
WikiLeaks supporter and 
founder of London’s Front¬ 
line Club for journalists. 

Assange will have to ob¬ 
serve a curfew, wear an 
electronic tag and report 
to police eveiy day — re¬ 
strictions imposed by High 
Court Justice Duncan 
Ouseley.

Pope Benedict XVI said 
Thursday that Christians 
suffer more religious per¬ 
secution than any other 
group, denouncing lack of 
freedom of worship as an 
“intolerable” threat to 
world security.

“Sadly, the year now

Benedict singled out the

on private homes that

Ireland’s constitutional ban 
on abortion violates preg¬ 
nant women’s right to re¬ 
ceive proper medical care 
in life-threatening cases, 
the European Court of Hu¬ 
man Rights ruled Thursday, 
harshly criticizing Ireland’s 
long inaction on the issue. 

The Strasbourg, France- 
based court ruled that a 
pregnant woman fighting 
cancer should have been al¬ 
lowed to get an abortion in 
Ireland in 2005 rather than 
being forced to go to Eng¬ 


land for the procedure. The 
judgment put pressure on 
Ireland to draft a law ex¬ 
tending abortion rights to 
women whose pregnancies 
represent a potentially fatal 
threat to their own health. 


Ireland has resisted doing 
so despite a 1992 judgment 
from the Irish Supreme 
Court that said Ireland 
should provide abortions 
when a woman's life is en¬ 
dangered.

Net income for 
the third quarter climbed 
to $911.1 million from

Sales rose 40 per cent 
year-over-year to $5.49 bil¬ 
lion, in line with expecta¬ 
tions as the “BlaclcBerry 
continues to take off 
around the world,” RIM 
co-chief executive Jim Bal- 
sillie told reporters in a 


conference call.

This time it was just, 
“Would you like the oppor¬ 
tunity to work with the Co¬ 
en brothers?” Yeah, ab¬ 
solutely. Just recently my 
agent called and said, “Ter¬ 
rence Maliclc would like

There are certain 
legendary directors like 
that — and the Coen broth¬ 
ers are in that pantheon — 
that you just would do any¬ 
thing for. They’re in eveiy- 
one’s sort of Top 10, on 
eveiy actor’s wish list of 
must-work-with filmmak¬ 
ers. 

Your character, Lucky Ned Pep¬ 
per, is one of the film’s bad 
guys, but he’s sort of an hon¬ 
ourable villain.

back then, it was a simpler 
Old Testament, eye-for-an- 
eye world, and there was a 
simpler sort of code, you 
know?

Stiller, De Niro 
understand 
difficult in-laws 


O Third in the Meet the Parents franchise, Little Fockers, 
shows how the characters’ relationship has grown

Intensely private but in¬ 
sanely famous actors like 
Robert De Niro and Ben 
Stiller tend to greet any 
question about their pri¬ 
vate lives with some trepi¬ 
dation, but each has a few 
solid nuggets of wisdom 
to offer when it comes to 
dealing with in-laws. 

After all, in addition to 
each of them being a fa- 
ther-in-law and a son-in- 
law in real life respective¬ 
ly, the two just had their 
third go-around for the 
Meet the Parents fran¬ 
chise, Little Fockers, 


which is built on the diffi¬ 
culty of maintaining the 
in-law bonds. 

“I haven’t told this to 
my children, but I would 
if I could think of it,” De 
Niro confesses. “Just look 
at the parents of the per¬ 
son you’re with or inter¬ 
ested in and know that 
you’re not only getting in¬ 
to it with them, but also 
how they behave, how 
they are and how you 
have to interact with 
them for hopefully the 
rest of your life. 

“You’re not just marry¬ 
ing the person — you’re 
attaching yourself to the 
family for better or 
worse.” 

Stiller, too, as a son-in¬ 


law, notes the ever-tenu- 
ous relationship with in¬ 
laws that must always be 
maintained. 

“I try to be my best pos¬ 
sible self with my father- 
in-law and I think I’m OK 
at it but it’s definitely one 
of those relationships 
where you’re aware that 
the relationship is there, 
but we’re pretty friendly,” 
he says. “I think if you’re a 
good husband, that makes 
you a good son-in-law.” 

As for on-screen roles, 
the two have managed to 
keep their on-screen dy¬ 
namic fresh, considering 
that Little Fockers takes 
place once Stiller’s charac¬ 
ter and his wife have had 
twins. Though Greg Gay¬ 



lord Foclcer (Stiller) seems 
to have had a few years of 
being on solid ground 
with his demanding fa- 
ther-in-law, taciturn ex- 
FBI agent Jack Byrnes (De 
Niro) we rejoin the family 
right when that legendary 
‘circle of trust’ might be 
broken. 


“I felt like (it was excit¬ 
ing) to see Jack and Greg’s 
relationship evolve to 
where Greg’s gotten to 
the point where he’s a lit¬ 
tle more confident in him¬ 
self and then having to 
deal with this situation of 
Jack losing confidence in 
him and how he reacts 


differently,” Stiller says. 

De Niro adds that in 
contrast to dramatic roles, 
working on Little Fockers 
was a chance to loosen up. 

“When you’re doing 
comedy I have less restric¬ 
tions or constrictions,” he 
says. “There’s just more 
room for having fun.

hen Eng¬

Loosely 
based on the story of Bob 
Satterfield, a fighter ranked 
in Ring magazine’s list of 
100 greatest punchers of all 
time, it takes some liberties 
with the real story but 
makes up for inaccuracies 
with a great performance 
from Jackson. 

Another flawed boxing 


movie saved by its perform¬ 
ances is The Great White 
Hope, based on Jack John¬ 
son, a boxer nicknamed the 
“Galveston Giant.”

Nothing enhances 
all that creamy goodness 
better than the exotic 
flavours spiced rum brings 


to the mix. 

Liqueurs are always a 
treat this time of year ei¬ 
ther on their own, com¬ 
bined in a mixed drink or 
added to coffee. 

Unless you’re going to 
go all Tom Cruise with 
your cocktail selection, 
you actually won’t need 
much more than the big 
three: Grand Marnier (co¬ 
gnac and orange), Kahlua 
(rum and coffee) and Bai¬ 
leys (Irish whiskey and 
cream). 

When it comes to beer, 
keep things simple by of¬ 
fering a mainstream, lager- 
style brew from Canada 
along with one of the 
many light beers that are 
available. 


If you know you’ve got a 
few beer aficionados on 
your guest list, you might 
consider chilling a few in¬ 
dividual bottles of U.K. ale 
and European lager. 

And then there’s the 
wine. For a larger group, 
it’s best to select wines 
that are medium-bodied, 
fruit-forward and easy- 
drinlcing to appeal to the 
broadest number of 
palates. 

White wines made from 
riesling, sauvignon blanc 
and chardonnay from Aus¬ 
tralia, Chile and California 
are reliable crowd pleas¬ 
ures. 

As are red wines made 
from merlot, shiraz and 
cabernet sauvignon pro¬ 


duced in the same coun¬ 
tries. 

Don’t spend a bundle on 
a bottle. As a general rule, 
the more you spend, the 
fuller and richer the wine 
will be. 

You want to keep things 
balanced so reach for a 
mid-priced wine. 

Consider larger format 
sizes as well. Not only are 
most a blend of a number 
of grape varieties (which 
equals better balance), 
they keep much longer 
than wine from a standard 
sized bottle. 

The average “bag-in- 
box” wine will stay fresh 
for more than a month 
and be drinkable well into 
the New Year.
